“ Your friend at Leme,* concerning whose min- 
istry vou desire some details, is forty-seven years 
of age. A remarkable providence conducted 
him to these parishes when he left the Profes- 
sorship of Theology at Lausanne, in the early 
part of the year 1812. The five churches to 
which he was thus introduced, namely, Leme, 
Landaury-la-ville, Parfondeval, Esqueberries, and 
Hanne ppes. had long been neglected, and were 
then almost destitute of religious privileges. The 
greater part of his parishioners were, and still are, 
very poor; they have no schools, no places of 
worship, except one small house for prayers at 
Parfondeval; at the other villages public worship 
was performed in barns, in sheepfolds, in private 
houses, and in gardens, when fine summer weath- 
er permitted. They assembled but once on Sun- 
day in each church, and even this service was 
very much neglected, badly conducted, and al- 
most continually disturbed by the erying of ebil- 
dren, the conversations of the people, and the 
constant leaving and returning of those who were 
engaged in it; the rest of the holy day was devot- 
ed to games, dancing, debauchery, and drunken- 
ness, Your friewl made great exertions to re- 
press those disorders; and, at the end of a few 
years, he had the happiaess of being able to erect 
temples ineach of lis parishes. 

Soon after this, the Lord was pleased to con- 
vert him, during a journey which he made to Pa- 
ris. Hitherto he had displayed much zeal; but, 
alas! this zeal was without knowledge. He had 
thundered against vice, and preached a strict mo- 
rality; and He who alone knows how to educe 
good even from evil, had, by that very style of 
preaching, prepared the minds of the people to re- 
ceive the Gospel. As soon as your friend him- 

i self knew these glad tidings, he preached them 
with energy; and soon he saw many souls he- 
coming serious, although as yet they were very 
ignorant. Waving laboured in this manner for 
three months, without witnessing any other con- 
version than thatof his wife, he began to ques- 

| tion his parishioners, individually, as to their spir- 
itual state. The period favoured his design. It 
was the first day of the year 1521; and as they 
came to offer him the compliments of the season, 
he had the imexpressible joy to see many, who 


The letter then proceeds to give an account of 
the remarkable success which attended his evan- 
gelical labours, and the preaching and instructions 
of those who had been converted under his min- 
istry. Two ofthe churches formed by M. Nee 
were composed entirely of converted Cutholics. 
The health of this gentleman has been much in- 
jured by his arduous labours; but he still acts in 
his wide vicinity as a grand centre of religious in- 
fluence, sending out under his guidance, success- 
ful labourers in the gospel.

RENUNCIATION OF POPERY. 
Washington, March 10, 1830. 
Mesers. Eprrors,—A scene of peculiar and 
soleinn interest recently took place at the com- 
munion season in the 4th Presbyterian Chureh in 
this city, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Danforth. 


| He holds that celebration in the evening, the pre- 


vious services, during the day, being preparatory. 
The solemnity of the spectacle was on this occa- 
sion much heightened by the occurrence of a 
severe thunder-storm. The lightning was unu- 
sually vivid, and its frequent flashes scemed to 
fill the church, and for a moment to extinguish 
the lights; while the peals of thunder ro'led in 


, loud and deep reverberations, filling the pauses of 
the hymns, and of the addresses of the offic jaling 


minister. The effeet was very sublime, and 
seemed to impress the mind of every one present. 
Sut this pathos of nature did but prepare for the 
succeeding exhibition of the moral sublime, and 
an evidence of power of a higher order than ev- 
en that which thus shook the heavens. When 
the pastor proclaimed the names of persons re- 
ceived to the communion, he mentioned that one 
young man had been admitied on personal ex- 
amination by the session, who had lately belong- 
ed to the Romish Church, and who was desirous of 
making a public renunciation of the errers in 
which he had been edueated, and bearing an 
open te stinony to the grace W hich had delivered 
him from their power. A young man by the 
name of Jons Tuomas Cremvenrs then rose, and 
in avery modest and simple, yet very firm and 
| decided manner, addressed the church and con- 
| gregation. He stated that he had been carefully 
| brought up in the tenets of Popery, and from his 
| 7th year had been inthe full communion of the 
Romish Chureh. During a part of this time he 
| had resided with a priest, and had been desirous of 
entering on a course of preparation for the priest- 
hood, He had strietly complied with all the ob- 
servances required by their ritual, in prayers, fast- 
ing, confession, &e. He had cordially believed 
the tenets of that communion, prayed earnestly to 
the saints and to the Virgin, and placed full re- 
lianee on the power of the priest to grant him ab- 
solution of his sins. He dee ared, however, that 
he had long telt “a wantin his soul,” a sense of 
uneasiness, which none of his religious ohservane- 
es was able wholly to remove. In this state of 
mind he had attended some of the services of Mr. 
Dantorth, beiug invited so to do by a friend whe 
had once been a Catholic like bimself, but who 
had Jett the Romish Churelb under a conviction 
of the erroneous nature and unsatisfying effects 
of her creed. He now experienced conviction of 
sin, but strongly resisted it. Being affectionately 
urged by his friend to embrace the offer of salva- 
tion through the merit of Christ’s righteousness 
alone, he became deeply offended, left his friend, 
and the church in high resentment, and, as he ve- 
ry frankly stated, returned home so resolved to 
adhere to bis early belief, that even before he 
reached his own dwelling, he fell on his knees in 
the street, (it was late in the evening.) and called 
Upon the saints to have mercy upon bim, and 
grant him the benefits of their intercession. For 
atime he succeeded in getting clear of his con- 
victions, and he then returned to his former 
course of life. During this period he was fre- 
quently guilty of profane swearing and other vi- 
ces, and wasinthe habit of playing cards on Sun- 
day afiernoons. This among otherthings, he con- 
Sessed to the priest, but was told that there was no 
harm in the practice, Uis unensivess returning, 
he again had resort to his friend, who earnestly 
advised him to search the Scriptures for him- 
self, and rely on the authority of no man or 8o- 
ciety of men whatever. He took the advice, 
and to his astonishment discovered that the 
opinions he had held, were expressly contra- 
dicted, and his practice as plainly condemned by 
the word of Ged. Heread the second comimand- 
ment, and was convinced of his sin in worship- 
ping images and pictures of the saints. He found 
it declared that there was but “one Mediator be- 
tween God and man, the man Jesus Christ,” and 
thus saw the sin and folly of trusting in the in- 
tercession of the saints. He found it prophesied 
that men should arise in the latter times, “speak- 
ing lies in hypocrisy; having their consciences 
seared with a hot iron; forbidding to marry, com- 
manding to abstain from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thanksgiving,” and 
that a bishop was permitted “tobe the husband 
of one wife.” Here he found the error of insist- 
ing on the celibacy of the clergy, and the observ- 
ance of Lent, Friday fasts, &c. 
The letter proceeds to state the clear and sim- 
ple manner in which this young Protestant ex- 
| pressed his new views. One of the things which 
deeply afflicted bim was, the unnecessary grief of 
an affectionate mother, still a zealous Roman 
Cathohe. Ile asked the prayers of his new breth 
| ren and sisters for her, and those deluded persons 
in the same false church. He is believed to be 
the seventh Roman Catholie united with this 
Presbyterian church, renouncing former super- 
stitions. This account is abridged from the let 
ter of a correspondent of the N. Y. Observer, i 
Washington city.

| claim on our prayers and liberality, that should 
be freely and fully met. The Head of the 
| Church shows that it is our duty to hold up their 
| hands, and through them to disebarge the debt 
we owe to the dying inhabitants of Burniah.— 
| We trust that contributions for the publication of 
| tracts there will be continued; and increased to 
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an amount equal to the facility that exists for 
their circulation.

My pear Brotner,—Yours of October last 
came to hand yesterday; but the pamphile ts are 
detained in Calcutta till the next opportunity. I 
had, however, previously received sundry Maga- 
zines and Tracts of your publishing, and have 
been delighted with your plan and the bright 
prospects of usefulness that are opening before 
you. ‘The importance of tracts is a subject in 
which no one, perhaps, feels more deeply than I 
do; but without spending paper on a subject 
which might be quite familiar to you, I proceed to 
give you a slight sketch of the state of our tracts. 

We have published three in the Burmese lan- 
guage. No.1. A view of the Christian Religion, 
in Four Parts, Historical, Didactic, Preceptive 
and Devotional. It has passed through two edi- 
tions ; the last an edition of 5000, mostly expend- 
ed on the coast of Arracan. We have lately giv- 
ev it a thorough revision, and consider it now as 
a standard work. 

No. 2. A Catechism for children, exhibiting the 
outlines of Christianity, in the simplest manner. 
This has passed through two editions; and 
though designed for children, has been found 
very useful to nll ages. 

No. 3. The Golden Balance, or the Christian 
and Boodhist Systems Contrasted. This we have 
not yet been able to get printed ; but the few cop- 
ies, that we have circulated in manuscript, have 
met iy unprecedented acceptance. 

No. 1, has been translated into the Siamese, 
and Ne 2, printed also in that language; but 
very few copies have been distributed. 

All three have been translated into Taling, the 
native language of all parts of British Pegu, 
where we are now located, and generally under- 
stood by the most of the population, better than 
the Burmese. Oh, it is affecting to see with 
what eagerness the poor people, men and women, 
listen to the sound of the gospel in their own na- 
tive tongue; how they sometimes gather close 
around the reader, and listen with their eyes as 
well as their ears. We keep a Taling copyist at 
work all the time, but it is impossible to do any 
thing towards supplying the demand for ‘Taling 
tracts. Indeed the expense is so great, that we 
do not think of giving copies, except in the most 
yressing and important eases 
G said of the Golden Balance in Burmese. Oh, 
we want a thousand copies of this work he 
sent instantly into all parts of the country,—to 
Tavoy and Mergui on the south,—to Rangoon 
Prome and Ava on the north, in all 
we have correspondents, or some means 
munication.

State of Greece.—The decision of the Allied Powers 
on this subject had not been promulgated.—To all inquiries 
thereon in Parliament the Ministers answered, that they 
were not yet authorized to lay the papers on the table ; but 
they hoped ere long to see Greece in possession of civil and 
religious liberty.

Miraculous Escape.—-We have before reported the loss 
of sloop William, Swain, of Nantucket, at Sandy Bay, and 
the rescue of Mrs. Haden, when life 
and we now give the following particulars obtained from 
Capt. Swain, in a conversation this morning. He states 
that finding himself embayed in the late gale, with the main 
sail torn in pieces, and that it was impossible to escape be- 
ing driven on shore, he had no alternative but to ron her 
on shore for the better chance of saving the lives of thore 
on board. As soon as she struck, the sea rolled over her, 
and each songht his own safety on the beach. Capt. s. 
was the last who remained on deck, and then sprang to the 
cabin to ake an effort to save Mra. Haden, who was in a 
birth in a state room; but no sooner had he reached the 
cabin floor, than a sea knocked off the skylight hatch, and 
the water poured down so rapidly that he was obliged to veck 
his own safety by an immediate retreat to the deck, and 
thence wit! difficulty to the shore, abandoning Mre. H. to 
her fate Phe sloop quickly beat out her hottom up to the 
wales, and the cargo dont dto the shore. —As soon as the 
tide had ebbel sufficiently, the crew boarded the wreck to 
save what effects they could; but Capt. S. tirst ordered 
them to get out the corpse of Mrs Haden, as all thonght 
she must have perished ; but on reaching the quarter deck , 
they heard groans A faint hope of saving her life now an- 
imated every one, and they forthwith began cutting a-hole 
through the deck ; but on getting to the ceiling, and fearing 
an accidental blow from the axe might extinguish what lit- 
tle of life remained, they desisted, and the tide by this time 
having partly ebbed from the cabin, they descended through 
the «kylight and took thence to the deck the cold and sense- 
less body of Mre. H., who had remained in that perilous 
situation nearly three hours. She was taken to a neighbor- 
ing house ; medical assistance was promptly obtained, and 
her restoration effected. The bed and birth board on which 
she lay were buoved up by the water, so that she was press- 
ed close to the ceiling of the cabin, and how it was possible 
for her to survive in that situation for such a length of time, 
with the sea continually overflowing the wreck, must excite 
the astonishment and wonder of all. Mrs. Haden is a re 
spectable lady of Nantucket, 64 years of age, and was com 
ing to this city on a visit to her daughter She arrived here 
this morning quite recovered. — Merchant's Hall Books
